Late To File 
Tax Returns 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Internal 
Revenue Service figures it is short 
about 20 million income tax returns, 
with only five days left until the April 
15 deadline. 
And millions of taxpayers who got 
their returns in early made mistakes, 
in part because of changes in the 1976 
Tax Reform Act. 
This year, about 9.5 per cent of the 
nearly 31 million persons filing 1040 
forms by April I made mistakes, the 
IRS says. The error rate on the 23.1 
million 1040A forms was even higher, 
13.6 per cent. 
One way to reduce the possibility of 
error, IRS officials say, is to let them 
calculate your taxes. 
That provides the added benefit of 
not having to send a check to the 
government until it sends you a bill, 
probably several weeks from now. 
The IRS will figure taxes on short 
forms if they contain necessary in­ 
formation on earnings and taxes paid. 
Tax bureaucrats can take care of the 
two calculations which seem to cause 
the most difficulty, the standard 
deduction and the general tax credit. 
If you want to file your own taxes, 
but don’t think you’re going to get all 
the calculations made in time, the 
government offers an extension — but 
it may cost more money. 
If you send a Form 4868 to the IRS by 
Friday, you gain a reprieve of 60 days. 
But if you owe the government taxes, 
you have to include an estimate of how 
much, and submit a check with the 
estimate. 
If you underestimate, you will have 
to pay interest at an annual rate of 7 
per cent on the unpaid balance. If you 
are off by IO per cent, the government 
imposes an additional penalty of 4 of I 
per cent a month. 
And if you expect money back, don’t 
expect it too soon. The wait is about six 
weeks, the IRS says. 
Steelworkers' 
Contract M a y 
Hike Prices 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
contract covering 340,000 of the 
nation’s steelworkers is expected to 
push steel prices higher, but not 
enough to worry the government’s 
inflation-watchers. 
“We all know that ultimately prices 
must cover costs,” J. Bruce Johnston, 
vice president of U.S. Steel Corp. and 
chief industry negotiator, said after 
union officials ratified the agreement 
with the IO largest steelmakers on 
Saturday. 
Retiring 
Steelworkers 
Union 
President I.W. Abel said the final 
contract 
negotiated 
under 
his 
leadership was not inflationary. 
The Council on Wage and Price 
Stability will review the pact, as it does 
all labor agreements. But Jack A. 
Meyer, the council’s acting assistant 
director, said the contract was about 
what officials anticipated. 
“It appears to have come in at about 
what we expected. There doesn’t seem 
to be anything shocking or unusual 
about it.” he said. 
Local union leaders initially rejected 
the contract, then reversed themselves 
on a roll call vote and approved it. 
“This is the biggest disappointment 
of my life,” Abel reportedly told local 
leaders after their initial rejection. 
The dissension apparently was a 
carryover from the recent bitter 
election battle between IJoyd McBride 
and Ed Sadlowski to succeed Abel. 
McBride, the victor, said the con­ 
tract in effect guarantees job security 
to all workers with two decades of 
service. 
The 
new 
three-year 
contract 
provides steelworkers with an in­ 
crease of IO to 15 per cent over the 
current $8.08 average hourly wage. 
There are also provisions for incentive 
pay and cost-of-living increases in the 
contract, which starts Aug.I. 
Hourly wages will increase 80 cents 
over the three years in steps of 40 
cents, 20 cents and 20 cents. Incentive 
pay will add another dime. 
Steelworkers will receive beefed-up 
pensions and increased supplemental 
jobless benefits on top of regular 
unemployment insurance. 
Workers will be permitted to retire 
early when their age and length of 
service total 65 and they have worked 
20 years in the mills.

U.S. Seizes Soviet Trawlers

Two Soviet vessels were under Coast 
Guard control today for apparently 
violating provisions of the 200-mile 
fishing limit. 
The first craft, a fishing trawler, was 
taken to Boston Harbor today by the 
Coast guard. 
The second ship, a cargo ship 
carrying fish, was seized Sunday 160 
miles east-southeast of Nantucket 
Island, the Coast Guard announced 
Monday. 
A Coast Guard spokesman said the 
latest Soviet ship to be seized, the 
Antanas Snechkus, was boarded by 
Coast Guard and National Marine 
Fishery Service personnel from the 
Coast Guard cutter Reliance at 8:40 
a m. Sunday. The boarding occurred 
approxim ately 
160 
miles 
east- 
southeast of Nantucket Island, the 
spokesman said. 
The vessel was alleged to have 
several species of fish prohibited by 
regulations implemented under the 
Fishery 
Conservation 
and 
Management Act of 1976. 
The 275-foot Taras Shevchenko, 
carrying a crew of 93, was seized 
southeast of Boston Saturday and 
taken to Boston Harbor in an apparent 
crackdown on ships violating fishing 
restrictions. 
The Coast Guard has issued more 
than 60 citations and warnings to 
Soviet fishing vessels since the 200- 
mile limit went into effect March I. 
“We’ve released several of them,” 
President Carter said of the Soviet 
ships as he left Easter services in 
Georgia on Sunday. “But we just had 
to draw the line somewhere. We in­ 
formed the Soviet embassy this past 
week we couldn’t continue to release 
them, that we had to enforce the law.” 
Authority over the impounded ship 


passes to the U.S. Attorney in Boston 
once the ship docks at the Coast Guard 
station and is searched by customs 
officials. The crew will remain on 
board, with the gangway guarded and 
small craft prevented from ap­ 


proaching the impounded trawler. 
The Taras Shevchenko was between 
60 and IOO miles inside the limit when it 
was boarded about noon Saturday by a 
party from the cutter Decisive, the 
Coast Guard said. The vessel was 


officially seized about IO hours later for 
allegedly catching and keeping about 
3,500 pounds more than its quota of 
river herring, which, under licensing 
provisions, may account for only I per 
cent of the total processed fish aboard, 


the Coast Guard said. 
Lt. Cmdr Thomas Nunes, chief of 
the Coast Guard’s Maritime Law 
Enforcement branch, said there were 
four tons of the fish — or 1.2 per cent of 
the catch — aboard the vessel. 
Garden Seed Sales Boom

Sales of garden seeds are booming 
as millions of consumers take out 
homegrown insurance against feared 
increases in fruit and vegetable prices 
following a severe winter and the 
continued Western drought. 
Americans turned to gardening in 
large numbers in 1974 and 1975, when 
food prices soared. The rate of price 
increases declined last year and so did 
the number of gardeners. 
Now predictions of high prices ahead 
have boosted business once again, and 
retailers predict more backyard 
vegetable plots during the summer. 
Superm arket 
News, 
a 
trade 
publication, said a survey of grocery 
stores showed new interest in seeds. 
Most stores said that 60 per cent of 
their seeds were for vegetables and 40 
per cent for flowers. A few said the 
vegetable-to-flower ratio was 80-20. 


Colonial Stores, an Atlanta-based 
chain, dropped seeds last year but 
reintroduced them this spring and has 
increased its stock. 
An official of a Dallas supermarket 
said, “We already are experiencing 
more sales than last year and have 
some out-of-stock situations right 
now.” 
Prices for seeds generally start at 39 
cents a packet — an increase of about a 


dime or so over recent years. 
Burpee, the nation's largest mail­ 
order seed company, sent postcards to 
regular customers, warning them to 
order early to avoid the expected 
crush. “We started off the year slowly 
... but all of a sudden our order volume 
has been unbelievable,” said company 
president William MacDowell late in 
Feburary. 
If you are thinking of planting a 
home garden, you should do some 
checking before you start digging. Ask 
local gardeners for advice on what 
types of vegetables grow best in your 
area and find out about soil conditions 
and planting times. 
Mark 
Cathey, 
an 
Agriculture 
Department expert, says that first­ 


time gardeners should not overdo it. 
“Think small, start small,” says 
Cathey. 


He says a 10-foot by 10-foot plot 
should provide enough vegetables for a 
family of four or five — if everything 
grows. You will have to spend about an 
hour a week on the garden after the 
initial planting. 


Most vegetables need at least six 
hours a day of direct .sunlight. If your 
yard is shady, consider teaming up 
with a neighbor for better results. 
The easiest items to grow, according 
to Cathey, are salad bowl lettuce, bell 
peppers, eggplant, zucchini, squash 
and New Zealand or hot weather 
spinach. Check your family tastes 


before you plant anything; you won’t 
save money if you have a garden full of 
vegetables that no one will eat. 


Follow 
instructions 
on 
seed 
packages regarding depth of planting 
and distance of rows. Depending on 
what you plant, you may see sprouts 
within a few days or you may have to 
wait for more than two weeks. 
Make sure the seeds you buy are 
fresh. Look for the words “packed for 
1977” on the label, meaning a state or 
federal agency has certified the seed 
and confirmed the germination rate. 
One package of seeds should last for a 
couple of years if you keep the package 
in a covered glass jar or plastic bag 
and put it in the refrigerator. 


Incomes Don't Keep 
Race With Spiraling 
Costs 
O f Housing 
WASHINGTON (AP) — In an era of 
steadily rising housing costs, the 
adage “A man’s home is his castle” 
may have to be updated to "A man’s 
home in his hassle.” 
How about a change from “Home is 
where the heart is” to “Home is where 
the money is"? 
That message can be drawn from a 
report released Sunday on a 1975 
housing survey by the Census Bureau 
and the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 
During the first half of the 1970s. it 
said, 
family 
incomes 
of 
both 
homeowners and renters failed to keep 
pace with the spiraling costs of 
housing. 
This has halted what had been a 
steady 
pre-1975 
growth 
in 
the 
proportion of Americans who own their 
own homes. 
Leon Weiner, president of the 
National Housing Conference, said the 
report “raises a whole series of im­ 
plications that are going to have to be 
looked at in some detail,” including the 
possibility of further federal subsidies 
on interest rates for homebuyers. 
The study showed that the per­ 
centage of American households 
owning their own homes in 1975 was 
64.5 per cent, the same as the year 
before. The percentage had been rising 
steadily since 62.9 per cent in 1970. 
The report also noted that the 
median value of owner-occupied. 


single-family homes rose nearly 73 per 
cent, from $17,100 in 1970, to $29,500 in 
October 1975. 


During the same period, it said, 
median income for homeowners rose 
40 per cent, from $9,700 to $13,600. 
Renters fared no better, according to 
the study. It said median monthly 
gross rent including utilities increased 
from $108 to $156, or 44 per cent, while 
the median annual income of renters 
went up from $6,300 to $7,900, or 25 per 
cent. 
And the proportion of U.S. renters 
who must devote 25 per cent or more of 
their income to housing increased to 
42.3 per cent in 1975, compared to 39.8 
per cent rn 1974 and 36.5 per cent in 
1970. 
Overall, the median proportion of 
income devoted to housing costs 
among renters was 23 per cent in 1975. 


For homebuyers with a mortgage 
the figure was 18 per cent, up from 17 
per cent in 1974. Their costs included 
utilities, insurance, taxes and other 
expenses. 
“The implications are we’re doing 
something wrong," said Lawrence 
Simons, assistant HUD secretary for 
housing. 
He noted that the government has 
already expanded its housing subsidy 
programs since 1975, but said, “We 
need a little more money. There’s 
never enough money.” 
French Supplies 
Flown To Zaire 


KINSHASA, Zaire (AP) — France 
has sent ll cargo planes to transport 
supplies for Moroccan troops aiding 
the Zaire government’s war against 
invaders in the southern part of the 
country, French officials say. 


Officials in Paris said the cargo 
planes would carry “ exclusively 
Moroccan materiel and no troops 
whatsoever.” The French government 
said the governments of Zaire and 
Morocco asked for the assistance. 


W estern diplom ats in Kinshasa 
confirm ed the arrival 
of 
1,500 
Moroccan troops to fight the Katangan 
exiles who invaded their native 
province — now called Shaba — from 
Angola on March 8.

Zaire’s 
President 
Mobutu Sese Seko told Newsweek 
magazine he was “bitterly disap­ 
pointed” because the United States 
had not sent him the arms and am­ 
munition he requested. 
“If you have decided to surrender 
piecemeal to the Soviet-Cuban grand 
design in Africa, I think you owe it to 
us and to your friends to have the 
frankness to admit it,” Mobutu said in 
an interview with the American news 
magazine.

At his news conference Sunday he 
said he would make “no substantial 
change” in Rabin’s foreign policy. 
He said he did not object to renewing 
the Geneva peace conference this year 
and that he would negotiate with 
Palestinians from the West Bank or 
Palestinians in a Jordanian delegation 
but not with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 
Peres said he had “a long record of 
cooperation” with the United States, 
admired President Carter and thought 
it would be “a good idea” for him to 
visit Washington this year. 
The 815-member party committee 
chose Peres with a show of hands after 
his only rival. Foreign Minister Yigal 
Alton, agreed to step aside and become 
defense minister if Labor wins the 
election.

The American Red Cross National 
Headquarters reported today that 
41.000 families have suffered losses in 
floods and tornadoes in West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Virginia, Tennessee and 
Alabama during the past week.

‘R oots’ A ttack 
A n ge rs A uthor 
LONDON (AP) — Author Alex Haley 
says a British reporter’s challenge to 
the factual basis of his book “Roots” 
was an “ unwarranted, unfair and 
unjust” smear attack. 
“ I stand by and defend my work,” 
Haley said Sunday as he arrived from 
New York for a four-day stay en route 
to Africa. “I took over nine years to 
write my book, but I think that this 
reporter took less than nine days.” 
A copyrighted article by Mark 
Ottaway in the Sunday Times claimed 
"Roots” has “little basis in provable 
fact.” 
Ottaway was particularly critical of 
Haley’s climactic chapter tracing his 
ancestry to an 18th century West 
African named Kunta Kinte who was 
seized by slavers while chopping wood 
outside the village of Juffure, in what 
is now Gambia. 
Ottaway after an investigation in 
Gam bia wrote that Haley’s in­ 
formation came from an oral historian 
who was notoriously unreliable. He 
said Juffure was “a white trading post 
surrounded by white colonialization,” 
and “insofar as the inhabitants of 
Juffure were involved in slave trading, 
it 
was 
not 
as 
victims 
but 
as 
collaborators with the whites.” 
Haley said of the man who told him 
the story of Kunta Kinte; “I never had 
the slightest cause to consider him 
unreliable. What am I to do but accept 
what he told me? There are no written 
records in African villages. The only 
thing that works in African villages is 
oral history.” 
He agreed with Ottaway that the 
villagers of Juffure cooperated in the 
slave trade but said this did not 
disprove the story that Kunta Kinte 
was captured by slavers. 
“Slave ship captains did not care 
about pacts or agreements,” he said. 
“They had holds to be filled with 
blacks and anybody who was ac­ 
cessible to kidnaping was kidnaped 
and taken away.” 
Haley said he had talked with 
Ottaway only once, by telephone on 
Saturday. 


very much. Basically, he expected the 
Marine Corps to keep some type of roof 
over his head, clothing on his back and 
to give him three squares a day.

“When I was a young Marine nearly 
all the Marines were riflemen,” a 
wistful M assaro recalls. “ In the 
Korean War, (some) cooks and bakers 
and motor transport men actually had 
to pick up a rifle and join Marines in 
rifle squads and infantry platoons. 
“It is no longer a truism that every 
Marine is a rifleman. Many of our 
fields are so advanced, so technical — 
com puter operators, key punch 
operators — without that much em­ 
phasis on being a rifleman.” 
Massaro doesn’t want to forget the 
rifleman’s regimen. Four days a week, 
he runs five miles.

A 19-year-old law designed to protect 
Americans from hazardous exposure 
to cancer-producing chemical ad­ 
ditives in our food supply may be 
creating a greater health hazard than 
it is preventing. 
It has resulted in a ban on saccharin, 
and its victims could number in the 
millions. In an effort to avert possibly 
tragic consequences, I have joined in 
sponsoring legislation to halt the ban 
before the artificial sweetener is with­ 
drawn from the market some four 
months from now. 
The law in question is the so-called 
Delaney Amendment, which was 
added in 1958 to the Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act, and which bans any food 
additive that “ is found to induce 
cancer when ingested by man or 
animal.” 
The amendment was the product of a 
select committee investigation into the 
use of chemicals in food, and its in­ 
tentions were good. However, as we 
have learned, first with cyclamates 
and now with saccharin, the law is 
unyielding and prohibits the Food and 
Drug Administration from using any 
discretion in its actions on such ad­ 
ditives. 
It excludes the possibility of a 
judgment on whether removal of a 
product from the marketplace does 
more harm than good. Furthermore, it 
does not allow consideration of more 
valid medical evidence. 
In the case of saccharin, the ban 
rests on no more evidence than the 
appearance of cancer in laboratory 
rats fed massive doses of the additive 
in a Canadian experiment. A human 


conducted at Albany Medical College, 
during which Rhesus Monkeys were 
fed heavy doses of saccharin over a 
six-and-a-half-year period with no 
resulting cancers. 
On balance, a study on monkeys 
would seem more relevant to human 
reactions than one conducted on rats. 


would have to drink 800 twelve-ounce 
bottles of diet soda a day, for the rest of 
his life, to take in as much saccharin as 
the equivalences fed the rats. 
Not considered in the decision to ban 
saccharin was an American study, 
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Even the Acting Director of the 
National Cancer Institute has con­ 
cluded that it is reasonable to doubt 
that saccharin causes cancer in 
humans. 
On the other had, the consequences 
of not having saccharin available for 
those who have a medical need for it 
are only too well known. 
We have plenty of need to act. What 
we do not have is plenty of time.

Of The Past 


The real hazard lies in the possible 
unavailabtility of saccharin to this 
nation’s IO million diabetics who 
depend on the artificial sweetener. 
Add to that group, millions more who 
are overweight and-or are heart 
patients. Many elderly invalids use 
saccharin as a means ot strictly 
controlling their diets as well. 
Since the announcement of the 
proposed ban, many bills have been 
introduced to revise the strict 
language in the Delaney Amendment. 
That is all well and good, but such 
revisions will necessitate detailed 
discussion and examination into the 
best approach. 


In the meantime, since saccharin is 
scheduled to be withdrawn in a scant 
four months, action is needed quickly 
to keep it on the market, while 
Congress reexamines language in the 
present law. 
The bill which I am co-sponsoring 
will do just that. H.R. 5950 is direct and 
to the point, saying simply that the 
Delaney Amendment will not apply to 
saccharin. 
The case against saccharin has not 
been made — far from it. Because of 
the rigidity of existing law, the FDA is 
basing its unwise action on the least 
valid evidence available.

Does a bedtime snack interfere with 
a good night’s sleep? I insist that my 
husband’s problem is that he overloads 
his stomach and then burps his way 
through the night. 
Mrs. L.E.R., Fla. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
There are some who insist that they 
can get a good night’s sleep only after 
a hefty sandwich and a glass of beer. 
There are others who are disturbed all 
night if they eat one cracker and a 
glass of warm milk. 
Almost everyone knows by past 
experience whether or not they should 
take any food at all shortly before 
going to sleep. 
In general, I think it is not wise to 
overload the stomach with food before 
going to bed. 
People who have a hiatus hernia 
(there are many who do) will be 
particularly distressed by undigested 
food which gets caught in the pocket of 
the hernia. 
A reasonable light snack taken about 
an hour before retiring should not 
cause any distress. 
If your husband "burps his way 
through the night” it’s obvious that his 
indulgence should be reduced or 
eliminated. 
There are some special medical 
conditions, such as a stomach ulcer 
that must be catered to by a small 
intake of food and antacid drugs. Many 


such patients are awakened during the 
night with abdominal pain that can be 
relieved by drinking some milk with 
crackers. 
Unless one learns by past experience 
about the amount and the character of 
food they eat, they can only expect 
repeat of their discomfort. 


Whenever I catch a cold the glands 
in my neck become swollen for a long 
time, sometimes until the next cold. 
Why doesn’t the swelling go down and 
why don’t the glands disappear 
completely?

Dear Miss T.: 
The lymph gland system is the most 
remarkable protective device that the 
body has against infections. The body 
always has glands. The only time they 
are enlarged is when they are inflamed 
and swollen. 
The glands in the neck are the body’s 
protection that keeps bacteria from 
extending from the tonsil area down 
into the chest. Glands in the groin may 
become enlarged when an infection of 
the toe is present. These glands 
prevent extension of the infection into 
a distant area. The same is true of 
glands in the armpits. 
Glands sometimes do remain hard 
and enlarged long after an infection of 
the throat disappears. This should not 
be a source of concern.

August 1976 day Leach walked into the 
Cleveland headquarters of the Chessie 
System railroad company, his former 
employer, and demanded to see the 
company president. When he was told 
the president was not in, Leach 
rounded up 13 persons in the office 
while he negotiated with company 
officials. 
He said he wanted the company to 
participate in a GI Bill program that 
would give apprentice machinists 
supplemental pay while they un­ 
derwent training—a benefit he didn’t 
enjoy when he was a Chessie ap­ 
prentice. 
The central defense was based on 
loach’s intent—his state of mind when 
he took the captives. That shouldn’t be 
confused with motive which in law 
denotes what prompts a person to act 
and cannot be used to defend a crime. 
In 
opening 
trial 
statements, 
prosecutor Ray Gricar depicted Leach 
as someone who used the captives "as 
pawns to satisfy his whims and 
demands” and as someone who might 
have used his gun to hurt someone 


during the ordeal. 
“ We could not have presented a 
better case if we had a video tape of 
leach in the hostage room,” said 
Kickel. 
During the trial, Leach won the right 
to act as his own cocounsel. Dressed in 
dungarees, cowboy boots and a leather 
jacket, he fumed about “legal paper 


shuffling” in the case, accused Chessie 
of trying to do a “ Rairoad job" on him, 
said he held the captives under 
“protective custody” and as a protest 
and not for personal reward or to harm 
them, and said he apologized to the 
captives for detaining them and that 
although he broke the law, "I think it 
was educational for them.”

For years the seven o’clock whistle 
at a furniture factory went echoing 
unchallenged through the neigh­ 
borhood. But one day a disgruntled 
home owner filed suit to “abate this 
nuisance.” 
“I just don’t like the noise,” he told 
the court. “What gives them the right 
to intrude on my peace and quiet?” 
However, the company was able to 
prove that no one else in the neigh­ 
borhood found the whistle annoying. 
The court dismissed the case on the 
ground that the complaint was over 
sensitive-out of step with the rest of the 
community. 
When is noise an illegal nuisance? 
There are no hard-and-fast rules. But 
generally speaking, the law follows the 
tastes and sensibilities of the average 
person. It also examines the com­ 
monsense realities of the situation. 
Thus: 
In another case, a court refused to 
shut down an admittedly noisy day 
nursery. The court pointed out that the 
nursery was located on a commercial 
street where there was plenty of other 
noise anyhow. 
And in a third case the court declined 
to interfere with little League games 
played on a sand-lot. Nowadays, the 
court told an objecting neighbor, we 
must accept “not only modem con­ 
veniences but also modern in­ 
conveniences.” 
On the other hand, a man who kept a 
diesel truck at his house was ordered 
to stop revving the motor at 6 a.m. 
“Noise made during normal sleeping 
hours,” said the judge, “may be a 
nuisance while the same noise during 
the day would not be.” 
And another householder had to pay 
damages for playing his radio full 
blast, all day long, at an open window 
near a neighbor’s kitchen. 
True, the “noise" was nothing but 
radio programs. But the court said the 
man's spiteful motive pushed it beyond 
the pale of legality.

Indian Lore 
Studied In 
Experiment 


FORT ANCIENT, Ohio (AP) - The 
students and teachers have given 
themselves Indian names and their 
classroom is the open air. 
The “school” is part of an outdoor 
classroom experiment involving fifth- 
graders from all three elementary 
schools in the Northridge school 
district. 
The school principal is called Swift 
Eagle from the Sun. The pupils are 
known as Little Deer, Brave Bear and 
Little Wolf. 
During lessons they are surrounded 
by woods, ponds, campfires and trails. 
It’s on a reservation of sorts, the 
Triple K Ranch at Camp Kern east of 
lebanon. 
About 40 pupils from the schools 
spend 2^ days at the Warren County 
retreat learning about history and the 
environment. 
“While learning about the Shawnee 
Indians, who once lived on this land, 
we give everyone an Indian name and 
teach them how to make about IOO 
signs with their hands,” said Morrison 
elementary principal Phil Price. 
The kids gave Price his Indian 
name of Swift Eagle from the Sun. 
"They’ll sit around a campfire and 
I’ll come in as a trader and I’ll offer 
them beaver pelts or arrowheads for 
their land. I tell them they can move to 
the wide open spaces called Indiana. 
Usually when the discussion is done, 
they want to scalp the trader,” Price 
said. 
The pupils also are given a tour of 
Fort Ancient, the largest prehistoric 
Indian earthworks in North America. 
And they hike along the old stagecoach 
trail leading to the Cross Keys tavern 
built in 1802. 
If the enthusiasm of the children is 
any indication, the educational ex­ 
periment is a success. Some of them 
don’t want to return to their traditional 
classrooms. 
“All of us have been trying to think 
of ways to stay down here,” said 
Douglas Farmer, who adopted the 
nickname Brave Bear. 
“We went on a hike last night and 
came this close to an owl," said the 
fifth-grader, holding his hands about 
two feet apart. “I was close enough to 
touch it.” 
The program is designed to let the 
children learn about history and the 
environment and to experience some 
of it. 


Nitroglycerine Hunt 
Proves Big Fizzle 


HOLLIDAY, Tex. (AP) — An Army 
demolition team spent three days 
digging up the main street of this 
North Texas farm town because 
Georgia Lynch thought her dead sister 
had left several jars of nitroglycerin in 
the cellar. 
Her sister didn't, and on Friday the 
demolition team headed back to Fort 
Sill, near Lawton, Okla., leaving 
behind a 15-by-ll foot hole. 
“We have gone past the edges of the 
cellar, beyond the walls and beneath 
the floor,” said LL David Farmer, 
adding that no bottles of the highly 
explosive, liquid compound were 
found. 
While the team was at work, 
residents of nearby homes were 
evacuated. They were allowed to 
return to their homes at night when 
digging stopped. 
Ink Sleuths 
Detect False 
Bookkeeping 


WASHINGTON (AP) - White collar 
criminals 
look 
out: 
Treasury 
Department sleuths have developed a 
new 
method 
to 
detect 
false 
bookkeeping. They can tell from the 
ink whether documents have been 
backdated. 
The program, called ink tagging, 
was launched in 1973 and is about 70 
per cent complete, according to 
spokesmen for the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms (ATF). 
The department has enlisted the aid 
of major ink manufacturers to change 
their chemical formulations each 
year. 
Each 
change, 
officials 
say, 
represents a date prior to which that 
particular ink did not exist. 
Six of 16 ink manufacturers are 
participating in the program and five 
others are experimenting with it, 
according to ATF. 
The ink from suspect documents can 
be analyzed by ATF scientists and 
compared with standard ink samples 
kept in its library. 
“Often it is possible to prove a 
document was backdated if the 
questioned ink matches a library ink 
that did not exist when the document 
was dated,” a spokesman said. 
Perhaps the most famous ink 
tagging case involved former Vice 
President Spiro Agnew. 
Investigators had a diary of someone 
who said he had paid kickbacks to 
Agnew. Scientists were able to verify 
that all the inks used were available at 
the time of the entries, and that the 
sequence showed a random pattern 
consistent with day-to-day work in a 
chary. 
According to prosecutors in the case, 
this evidence was crucial to eliciting 
Agnew’s no contest plea in 1973 to 
income tax charges. 
In another case, former Cincinnati 
Police Chief Carl Goodin was con­ 
victed of perjury after an ink expert 
proved that a list of informants was 
manufactured and backdated. 
And in the Juan Corona mass 
murder trial in California, AFT ink 
experts proved that Corona’s pen was 
used to prepare the death list in his 
diary.

For Wild Turkeys 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A record 
number of wild turkey hunters are 
expected to take to the hills of 
southeastern Ohio May 2-14 for the 1977 
hunting season, according to the 
Division of Wildlife. 
Wild turkeys were sucessfully 
reintroduced in the state in the late 
1950s. The range of the game species 
has expanded to 20 counties through a 
professional management program. 
Hunting for turkeys is permitted in 
14 of the 20 counties: Athens, Adams, 
Gallia, Hocking, Jackson, Lawrence, 
Meigs, Monroe, Perry, Pike, Ross, 
Scioto, Vinton and Washington. 
A valid state hunting and trapping 
license is required in addition to a 
turkey hunting permit. 


Specially trained dogs had reacted 
Wednesday as if nitroglycerin were 
present in the cellar, Army specialists 
said. But the search produced only an 
old bone, a tennis ball, a forgotten 
batch of wild plum preserves and a 
sock. 
The digging started after Mrs. 
Lynch, 72, told authorities that her late 
sister, Mrs. W.C. Curlee, had told her 
that her husband had mixed and stored 
nitroglycerin in the family cellar. 
The cellar caved in about 1948, and 
Mrs. Curlee died last December at age 
70. 
Mrs. Lynch said her father had been 
a well shooter, whose job was to get 
new oil wells to flow, “and Mr. Curlee 
took over the business from him.” 
She said she and her sister “grew up 
handling nitroglycerin, and neither 
one of us was afraid of it.” She added 
that this could have been the reason 
her sister never thought of disposing of 
the chemical compound she thought 
she had. 
“Now, I never meant to cause a lot of 
commotion,” Mrs. Lynch said, “but 
everytime you look around, you see 
somebody working with a bulldozer or 
laying a line or something, and I didn’t 
want to go out of this world knowing I 
would be responsible for that end of 
town. 
“Somebody could have come in and 
tried to lay new sewer lines, hit that 
nitroglycerin. That would have been 
the end of that.”

Pollution 
U nder Fire 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Indiana Sen. 
Richard Lugar called for strict en­ 
forcement of pollutant discharge 
standards and prompt action against 
parties guilty of waterway pollution. 
Lugar’s comments were prompted 
by three recent toxic chemical spills on 
the Ohio River. Lugar said the 
problem extends beyond the recent 
events and threatens water quality 
throughout Indiana. 
“ We must insure strict enforcement 
of pollutant discharge standards, a 
better early warning system to alert 
downstream communities when spills 
do take place and effective penalties 
for any offender who intentionally 
dumps highly toxic substances into 
streams and water supplies," Lugar 
said Friday. 
The Republican said spills often 
have the greatest impact on small 
communities lacking sophisticated 
water and sewage treatment facilities. 
“ The common sense approach to this 
sort of problem is prevention,” Lugar 
said. “ Our intent is not to impose any 
new restrictions on the already bur­ 
dened private sector. 
“ However, the discharge of toxic 
chemicals into sewage systems or 
lakes and streams is often no accident. 
And in such cases the offenders, when 
identified and convicted, should be 
punished to the full extent of the law.”

O hio Senate Report I Co-Op Grain Plan 
Faces Opposition

The passage of Substitute Senate Bill 
125 — Voter Registration Bill — was 
the highlight of Senate activity this 
week. Sub. S.B. 125, which was ap­ 
proved last Wednesday evening by the 
Senate 
Elections, 
Financial 
Institutions, and Insurance Com­ 
mittee, won full Senate approval at 
this Wednesday’s floor session. The 
vote split the Senate along strictly 
partisan lines. 
Sub. S.B. 125, which now goes to the 
House for its consideration will have 
far reaching consequences for Ohio 
voters. The bill requires registration in 
all 88 Ohio counties as a precondition 
for voting. All counties must im­ 
plement 
voter 
registration 
by 
November 7, 1978. At present, 22 Ohio 
counties do not require registration. 
The 
bill 
also 
provides 
for 
registration by mail, registration at 
the polls on election day, door-to-door 
registration and registration upon 
application for or renewal of a driver’s 
license. Registration will now be made 
“ permanent” — that is, failure to vote 
will not result in cancellation of 
registration. 
Under the terms of Sub. S B. 125, the 
Secretary of State can designate any 
county office as a distributor of 
registration forms. 
Moreover, the 
Secretary of State is required to 
maintain a master list of all registered 
voters in Ohio. 
In registering their opposition to 
Substitute Senate Bill 125, Senate 
Repbulicans emphasized the fact that 
“ they 
did 
not 
oppose 
certain 
registration as easy as possible for all 
Ohioans. They did oppose certain 
provisions of the bill which, in their 
view, could lead to increased potential 
for fraud, increased confusion, delay 
and inconvenience for voters at the 
polls and an exhorbitant cost for 
county boards of elections in Ohio.” 
In an attempt to remove these 
potential problem areas from the bill, 
Republican Senators offered several 
amendments on the floor. These 
amendments were all defeated on 
straight party line votes. The first 
ament t lent would have eliminated 
election-day 
registration. 
This 
provision was strongly opposed by 
officials of Ohio’s County Boards of 
Elections. Many felt registration at the 
polls on election day would create very 
long lines and delays in voting, and 
State Ends 
Plan To Drop 
Inspections 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Stymied 
by corrt and federal government 
decisions. Agriculture Director John 
Stackhouse says he is giving up efforts 
to get the state out of the meat and 
poultry inspection business. 
There are no plans to press further 
for abandonment of the state program, 
Stackhouse said Friday after a 
prelim inary court injunction was 
issued forbidding the action and the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture an­ 
nounced it will not take over in­ 
spections within the state. 
Stackhouse indicated that any ad­ 
ditional action on the matter would 
have to come from the legislature. 
The agriculture director had sought 
to cancel the state program in a move 
to save the state $4.2 million in the 
coming biennium. 
A federation of small Ohio meat- 
packers went to court, asserting that 
the state meat inspection program was 
a mandate from the General Assembly 
and could not be terminated without 
legislative action. 
On March 25, the group won a 
temporary restraining order from 
Franklin County Common Pleas Court 
Judge William Gillie. Friday’s order 
by Gillie was the second step toward 
permanently prohibiting the state 
from dropping its inspection program. 
The USDA, in officially dropping 
plans to assume the Ohio program, 
said it had only agreed to take over 
because it had been told by state of­ 
ficials that no money was available in 
the state treasury to run the program.

Testimony from state officials from 
states which have adopted election day 
registration gave no evidence of 
provable fraud, but did indicate the 
problem of delays, inconvenience and 
congestion at the polls was a serious 
problem. 
In 
addition, 
allowing 
registration on election day made 
orderly planning for ballots, machines, 
poll workers, etc. virtually impossible. 
Despite these facts, the amendment 
was defeated. 
Another amendment would have 
eliminated the permanent registration 
feature of the bill and substituted a 
provision for “ purging" the voting 
rolls if a person did not vote for four 
consecutive years. Many election 
board officials from Ohio and other 
states testified as to enormous 
problems of cost and space needed for 
storage of these “ unpurged” lists. 
Despite these facts, the amendment 
was defeated. 
After failing to change the substance 
of the bill, Senate Republicans at­ 
tempted to commit the state to 
reimburse Ohio’s financially hard­ 
pressed county Boards of Elections for 
the costs imposed on them by this state 
mandated program. Cost estimates 
supplied by the Secretary of State's 
office clearly showed that the cost of 
the two additional poll workers needed 
in each Ohio precinct to take care of 
the persons wishing to register on 
election day would itself amount to 
more than 1.8 million dollars each 
year. Estimates of the total cost of all 
additional election day expenses — 
extra ballots, machines, computer 
time, phones, registration cards, etc. 
— for Cuyahoga County alone was 
estimated to be 3 million dollars. It 
was clearly shown that county 
government could not begin to pay the 
costs required in the implementation 
of this bill. Despite these facts, the 
amendment was defeated. 
Republicans also pointed out that 
states which have adopted election day 
registration had lower voter turnout in 
1976 than they had in other previous 
elections (for example. 1968,1964, and 
1960). The point was clearly made that 
simply changing the voter registration 
laws will not automatically result in a 
rise in voter turnout. Although in­ 
creased voter turnout is the objective 
of Sub. S.B. 125, it may well be the case 
that, despite its high costs, the bill will 
not succeed in achieving its own 
desired goal. Despite these facts, the 
amendment was defeated. 
In other Senate action, a bill 
exempting trustees of Ohio colleges 
and universities from having to file 
financial disclosure statements was 
passed 28-5 and sent on to the House. 
The bill replaces a December ruling of 
the Ohio Ethics Commission which had 
expanded existing financial disclosure 
requirements so as to include state 
employees and trustees. 
Tile Senate also adopted a bill which 
allows pharmacists to substitute less 
expensive “ generic” drugs for brand 
name drugs in doctors’ prescriptions. 
At present, a pharmacist may only fill 
a prescription according to the doc­ 
tor’s explicit written instructions. 
Under provisions of the new bill 
(Substitute Senate Bill 45), if the 
prescribing doctor or dentist expressly 
desires that the brand name drug be 
dispensed, he can 
write 
on

prescription “ Dispense as written” . If 
this is not done, then the pharmacist 
would be free to substitute the generic 
drug for its usually higher priced 
brand-name equivalent. This bill 
passed the Senate by a 31-2 vote and 
was sent to the House for its con­ 
sideration. 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A proposal 
by the Agriculture Department to let 
cooperatives play what could be a 
much larger role in handling huge U.S. 
grain crops probably will be opposed 
by independent grain companies with 
the same vigor they demonstrated 
when the idea was unsuccessfully 
brought up four years ago. 
The proposal, announced Friday, 
would let co-ops collect federal price 
support loans for farmers who produce 
wheat, com and other grain. It also 
could lead to large “ pools” of grain 
supervised by co-ops which then would 
dicker with buyers to get higher prices 
for farmer members. 
Some critics have complained that 
this could lead eventually to a co-op 
grain monopoly and to higher con­ 
sumer food prices. 
Officials said the plan could fit with 
the Carter administration’s goal of 
setting up farmer-controlled food 
grain reserves. The plan is open for 
public comment until May 12 and also 
covers barley, grain sorghum, oats 
and rye. 
Normally, 
farmers 
apply 
in­ 
dividually through local federal offices 
for government loans on their crops. 
The proposal would let a co-op get the 
loans and distribute the money to 
farmers. At the same time, the co-op 
would have access to the centralized 
pool of grain it then could sell for 
producers. 
After it was proposed in June 1973, 
critics said that such loan and pooling 
arrangements not only could lead to 
co-op grain monopolies but that it 
discriminated against small in­ 
dependent grain dealers who buy 
directly from farmers. 
Court Rules 
On Taconite 


SILV ER BAY, Minn. (A P) - Ruling 
in a seven-year legal battle that had 
brought threats of shutdown from this 
area’s major employer, the Minnesota 
Supreme Court has given Reserve 
Mining Co. permission to dump ore 
wastes at a landbased disposal site of 
its choosing. 
Friday’s ruling was greeted with 
enthusiasm by many of the firm’s 3,000 
employes in this area of northeast 
Minnesota. State Attorney General 
Warren Spannaus said he would decide 
Monday whether to ask the U.S. 
Supreme Court to review the decision. 
Reserve had threatened to close its 
plant here and a taconite mine in 
nearby Babbitt if the state did not 
approve permits for a site it had 
chosen as an alternative to dumping 
the wastes in Lake Superior. 
I .ake dumping has been prohibited 
because 
asbestos-like 
particles 
believed associated with the wastes 
have been found in drinking water 
supplies and are believed hazardous to 
health. 
The state had objected to Reserve’s 
preferred site, called Milepost 7, 
because it feared blowing taconite dust 
could threaten the health of Silver Bay 
residents four miles away. 


A leading opponent of the plan in 1973 
was the National Grain and Feed 
Association, 
a 
trade 
group 
representing private grain dealers. A 
spokesman said it probably will oppose 
the renewed proposal but had not 
studied the plan. 
The department said that the 
proposal would simply extend co-op 
marketing participation to the grain 
crops, a practice which has been used 
by co-ops representing cotton, rice, 
soybeans and honey producers for 
some time.

It was the same kind of ovation a 
limping, aging Ben Hogan heard when 
he finished his remarkable 66 in the 
third round in 1967. It was the same 
salute that greeted Arnold Palmer’s 
ears when, at age 47, without a victory 
in four years, he brought his 23rd 
tournament appearance to an end with 
a fine 70 Sunday. 
The people still like to have heroes. 
Nicklaus is likely to be a hero for a long 
time to come — and add to his cache of 
titles. He could win a half-dozen more 
of the big ones. 
Somebody asked Nicklaus afterward 
if he thought it was such a great 
calamity that he had lost a golf tour­ 
nament. 
“Well,” responded Nicklaus, “it is if 
that’s what you are shooting for and 
don’t have anything better to do that 
afternoon.”

The National Basketball Association 
playoffs are here, finally, and not even 
a referees’ strike is going to head them 
off. 
It will be Chicago at Portland. 
Detroit at Golden State and San 
Antonio at Boston Tuesday night and 
Cleveland at Washington Wednesday 
night as the best-of-three first-round 
series begin. 
Who will be refereeing is far less 
certain. The 24 members of the 
National Association of Basketball 
Referees went on strike on the final 
day of the regular season Sunday, 
leaving the officiating chores to non­ 
union members Richie Powers and 
Earl Strom, referees from the semipro 
Eastern Basketball league and other 
local officials. 
“Under the circumstances, I thought 
they were trem endous,” Boston 
Celtics President Red Auerbach said 
of substitute officials Roger McCann 
and Paul Campbell, who worked

Cleveland at Boston Garden. “They 
made some mistakes, but all in all, 
they were no different from what 
we’ve had all year.” 
In other regular season finales 
Sunday, the Washington Bullets beat 
the Philadelphia 76ers 131-121, the 
Chicago Bulls stopped the Buffalo 
Braves 120-99, the New York Knicks 
outscored the Detroit Pistons 144-126,

homecourt advantage in the odd game 
of the series.

Threaten 
Boycott 
O f Coors 


GOIDEN, Colo. (AP) - Striking 
workers at The Adolph Coors Co., the 
nation's 
fifth 
largest 
brewery, 
threatened to mount a nationwide 
boycott today. The company has 
countered with threats to replace the 
strikers. 
About 1,500 employes walked off 
their jobs last Tuesday in a dispute 
about senority rights and other 
language in a new contract that Coors 
put into effect despite union rejection. 
M anagem ent 
and 
supervisory 
workers have kept the brewery run­ 
ning at about two thirds capacity, a 
Coors spokesman said. 


Don Bodemann, vice president of 
striking i/ocal 366 of the Brewery, 
Bottling, Can and Allied Industrial 
union, said letters urging the boycott 
went out to taverns and liquor stores in 
Colorado over the weekend. He said 
the AFI/-CIO would carry the boycott 
to other states with help from local 
members. 
Coors is distributed in 13 western 
states. A Coors spokesman said the 
beer is made available in other states 
by “bootleggers” who buy it in the 13 
states and transport it to individual 
distributors. 


A company offical said Coors does 
not think the boycott will have any 
significant effect on beer sales, ad­ 
ding,“ It is obvious they will use 
everything possible to discredit our 
company and our product.” 
He said 478 of the strikers have 
returned to work and that the brewery 
should be at full production within five 
weeks. 
William Coors, company president, 
said replacements would be hired as 
perm anent employes and warned 
strikers "it may lead to the loss of your 
jobs.” 


He accused the union of using 
striking workers as “sacrificial pawns 
in an ideological fight” between the 
Al’I/-CIO and Coors. 
Union officials countered that the 
brewery could not fire the strikers 
even if it hired replacements.

Steer Clear 
O f Bald Tires 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Bald tires, besides being 
much more likely to slip on 
wet roads, are 44 times more 
likely to go flat than new 
tires, says the Tire Retread 
Information Bureau (TRIB). 
Ninety per cent of tire 
trouble occurs when tires 
have 1-16 (or less) inches of 
tread remaining. For safe 
driving, it is essential to keep 
close tabs on balding tires, 
TRIB advises. 
One way is to check the 
wear indicators built into all 
tires made after 1968, says 
TRIB. 
These will appear 
horizontally across the tire’s 
face when its tread gets below 
1-16 inch. 
Another method is to insert 
a Lincoln’s head penny upside 
down into several of the tread 
grooves. If the top of Lin­ 
coln’s head shows in any of 
them, the tire should be 
replaced.

may be over but union members say 
the problems are not. 
The utility workers were returning 
to their jobs over the weekend after a 
strike that lasted three months. 
We have a lot of internal wounds to 
heal,” Ted Potts, union vice president, 
said. 


Some union members say those 
wounds may cause the company’s 
efficiency to suffer for awhile.

Survey Planned 


I-ocal representatives of the Bureau 
of the Census will conduct a survey of 
employment in this area during the 
workweek on April 18-22, Robert G. 
McWilliam, Director of the Bureau’s 
Regional Office in Detroit, announced 
today. 
In addition to the usual questions on 
current employment, this month’s 
survey will have additional questions 
about swine flu vaccinations since 
October 1976; and the use of food 
stamps in 1976 and the first quarter of 
1977. The survey is conducted for the 
U.S. Department of I^abor in a 
scientifically-designed sample of 
approxim ately 70,000 households 
throughout 
the 
United 
States. 
Employm ent and unemployment 
statistics based on results of this 
survey are used to provide a con­ 
tinuing measure of the economic 
health of the Nation. 
For example, in February the 
survey indicated that of the 96.1 
million men and women in the civilian 
labor force, 89.0 million were em­ 
ployed. The Nation’s unemployment 
rate was 7.5 per cent, up from 7.3 per 
cent in January but substantially 
below the recession peak of 8.9 per cent 
reached in the second quarter of 1975. 
Inform ation supplied by people 
participating in the survey is kept 
strictly confidential by law and the 
results are used only to compile 
statistical totals.
